Flooded with Counterfeit Money. 
London, Aug. 22.—A Singapore letter 
to the Times says that consequent upon 
the legislative retention of the silver 
guilder at the old value, which is about 
double the intrinsic value in the Neth­ 
erlands, coining factories have been es­ 
tablished in China, and the export of 
guilders thence yields a handsome 
profit. It is estimated that two million 
of such counterfeit coins are already in 
circulation and the evil already threat­ 
ens to increase.

Newr Richmond, O., Aug. 22.—At 4 
o’clock yesterday 
afternoon 
a mob 
took Noah Anderson, colored, from the 
jail here, and hanged him for the mur­ 
der of Franklin Fridman, nearly 80 
years old, and president of the First 
National Bank of this place. 
Mr. Fridman 
was 
among 
the 
wealthiest men in Clermont county. He 
owned a number of farms and lived at 
Clermontville, about two miles from 
New Richmond. He was driving into 
New Richmond shortly after noon yes­ 
terday, when he stopped at one of his 
houses. Hitching his horse at the door­ 
yard, he went into an adjoining field, 
where he was suddenly attacked by 
Noah Anderson, a muscular negro, who 
had no weapon but his hands. With 
these he quickly bore the aged banker 
to the earth, and then, clutching his 
throat with the power of a demon, he 
literal’.y choked his helpless victim to 
death. 
When satisfied that the man 
was dead, Anderson fled. 
Soon the 
prostrate man was borne to the house, 
and found to be past all help. He was 
already dead. 
Fridman came from Germany and 
was a boilermaker. In 1840 he removed 
to Clermontville, Clermont county, O., 
where he had ever since been engaged 
in 
mercantile, 
manufacturing 
and 
banking pursuits, and had been until 
the time of his death president of the 
Fridman Lumber Company, president 
of the First National Bank and presi­ 
dent of the Shain-Roberts Furniture 
Company, all of New Richmond, O. He 
leaves eleven children living. 
He is 
estimated to be worth about $1,000,000. 
Anderson came to New Richmond on 
a shanty-boat some months ago. 
He 
claimed to be a paperhanger by occupa­ 
tion.

United State* Authority Said to Be Form 
n illing an Imperative Demand. 
Washington, Aug. 22.—There is good 
authority for the statement that a per­ 
emptory demand will be made by the 
United States for the release of ex-Con- 
sul John Waller of Tamatave, and that 
satisfactory indemnity will be required 
for his arrest and imprisonment, with 
a probable request for a commission to 
determine Waller’s rights in Mada­ 
gascar. The discussion of the case be­ 
tween the French and American diplo­ 
mats has reached a point where it is 
said there is little else for the United 
States to dc, owing to the fact that re­ 
peated requests for a copy of the 
charges and testimony upon which 
Waller was convicted have not been 
complied with by the French govern­ 
ment. The dilatory action of France 
in this matter is regarded as indicating 
that the French government has a poor 
case and will be unable to resist the de­ 
mands made by the United States for 
the restoration of Waller to liberty and 
indemnity for his losses. A condition 
which makes the delay of France more 
aggravating is the fact that the de­ 
partment is aware of the serious illness 
of Waller in prison and that his further 
confinement is harmful to his health.

with a great whirl of enthusiasm and 
the chair declared Mr. Campbell the 
nominee for governor. The full ticket

The money plank is as 
follows: “We hold to the use of both 
gold and silver as the standard money 
rf the country and to the coinage of both 
gold and silver without discrimination 
against either metal or charge for mint­ 
age; but the dollar unit of coinage of 
both metals must be of equal intrinsic 
and exchangeabe value, or be adjusted 
by international agreement, or by such 
safeguards of legislation as shall insure 
the maintenance of the parity of the two 
metals and the equal power of every 
dollar at all times in the payment of 
debts, and we demand that the paper 
currency shall be kept at par with and 
redeemable in such 
coin. We insist 
upon this policy as especially necessary 
’or the protection of farmers and labor- 
ng classes, the first and most defense- 
ess victims of unstable money 
and 
fluctuating currency.” 
This is the 
plank adopted in the platform of the 
ast democratic national convention. 
Gen. Findlay of Crawford county in­ 
troduced the following, which was 
passed: “We view with alarm the invas- 
on of one of the republics of this coun­ 
try by Great Britain, on the plea of col­ 
lection of debt, and indorse the Monroe 
doctrine.” 
With a series of resolutions of thanks 
the convention at 2:40 adjourned, the 
nominations having all been made in 
about half an hour.

During my residence at the Villa 
Id edicts—from 18? I to 1874—we were 
constantly hearing of highway robbery, 
and even of downright brigandage, out 
on the Campagna and up in the moun­ 
tains. 
Sometimes rumor would Wing 
the marauders to the very gates of the 
city, and at last the bandits were re­ 
ported to have ventured into the town 
itself. The report did not exaggerate the 
reality. 
Happily none of our party fell a vic­ 
tim to these attempts save one, who 
was stopped in open day by the side of 
Santa Maria Maggiore, forced back to 
the wall and 
‘held up” with half a 
dozen knives gleaming in a semicircle 
around his throat. 
He was relieved of his watch and 
gave np his purse, but beyond the loss 
of these articles suffered no injury The 
watch he subsequently recovered, and 
the purse contained only a few francs. 
Simon Backer always was a lucky dog. 
There was at this time, in the moun­ 
tains near Cervara, a bandit whose ac­ 
tivity and audacity had made him a ter­ 
ror to the district for several months 
past. 
Emboldened by the smiles with 
which fortune favored him, he grew 
daily more daring. He had ventured in­ 
to Subiaco and carried off prisoners un­ 
der the walls of Tivoli. The peasants 
never failed to cross themselves when 
they spoke of Fontana 
He was said to 
be not more than 20 at most, of a strik 
ingly handsome presence, and to a cour­ 
age that was indomitable he added the 
strength of a Hercules. 
For nearly half a year this fellow and 
his band of cutthroats held possession 
of the Campagna.

“ You 
remember me. M any’s the time I played 
with you when you were little ” 
“ Go to the devil I say. Make up the 
sum required and you shall have back 
your husband. In four days come alone 
to the spring by the marble quarry and 
we ll settle the account.” 
And in less time than it takes to 
wink, the brigands hurried off Beppo, 
leaving wife and children overwhelmed 
with disaster. 
To make complaint and set the au­ 
thorities to work was simply to put a 
bullet through the head of the prisoner. 
His wife knew this only too well. 
She 
knew also that it would be necessary to 
meet Fontana on tho day appointed, at 
the place named. 
She went alone—that was the condi­ 
tion—carrying with her every penny 
that she had been able to raise. Her eyes 
were swollen from want cf sleep and 
reddened by much weeping.
